And the 
d high pꝛieſt Anantas commaunded 
them that ſtoode by, to ſmite him on the month. 
Then ſaid Paul vnto him, God ſhall mite thee, 
thou painted wall: foz ſitteſt thou and fudgeſt me 
after the Law, and commandeſt mee to be mitten 
contrary to the Law! And pep that ſtood by. — 
Neufleſt thou Gods high Pꝛielt!: Chen ſaid 
J wiſt not. bꝛethꝛen that he was the high Niete 
Fot it is written, Thou halt not cute the ruler 
of thy people. But when Paul perceiued that the 
one part were Sadducees, and the other Phari⸗ 
fees, he crxed out in the Councell, Men and bꝛe⸗ 
thier, Jam a Phariſee, the fonne ofa Phariſee:

fudged- And when he had ſo laid, there aroſe a de⸗ 
bate between thePhariſees and the Sadducees:
